Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's assertions pertaining to an interview on 
or around 26 June 2003 and the newly added limitation "representation of structure" will require further consideration. As to Applicant's 
arguments concering sub-groupings and super-groupings, the prior art disclosed the limitations through hierarchies as previously 
discussed. The USC 112 rejection of claim 1 1 is maintained, as the output file limitations must be linked in some manner to the overall 
claim limitations (as it stands now the opening and closing of the output file need not have anything to do with the invention, perhaps some 
other program/process is opening and closing files). The rejection of claim 12 under USC 101 is withdrawn. These remarks are believed 
to address Applicant's stated concerns and thus the rejections stand as indicated. 
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
